This is to be done under a military in- 
quisition to-morrow. Several mombers 
of both Houses, who have taken the oath, 
have been served With notices to appear 
before a military commission and answer 
the charges that may be made against 
them. Without questioning the right of 
tlie military authorities to do as they are 
doing, I loek into the law under which we 
are summoned fn vain for any authority 
for such proceedings. No hindrance or 
impediment has been thrown in the way of 
any man’s taking the oath, or participating 
in the proceedings of either branch of the 
Legislature, except such only as the Gov- 
ernor himself has instituted, and why the 
military should be called upon to interfere 
Iam unable to understand. The law ex- 
pressly says that the members who qualify 
by taking the necessary oath or oaths ehall 
proceed to organize by the election and 
qualification of the proper officers. If any 
man has sworn falsely. the law provides a 
remedy, but that remedy must be applied 
by the due forms and processes of law. 
The trial of a member, or even an inquiry 
into any alleged ineligibility by a military 
comm lssion, is wholly unauthorized by the 
law. But as General Terry is acting under 
instrutions from superior authority, | mean 
nothing I have written to be understood as 
a reflection upon, or even a complaint 
against him; and knowing as much as ! 
do of the whole affair, I have not the 
slightest doubt that those who have given 
such instructions to General Terry have 
been misled by false representations. 

To-day when the roll was being ealled, 
the attention Of Mr. Harris was called to 
the fact that some members embraced in 
General Meade’s proclamation, of June 25.
